TOOTHSOME SWEETS. 


By Martha McCulloch Williams. 
Hom e w ithout a m other is hardly 
sadde r than a hom e 
w ithout pie— 
m ince, apple, 
peach, 
pum pkin, cus­ 
tards, plain and g org eous—every so rt 
of pie, indeed th a t it has entered into 
th e hum an m ind to concoct and th e 
sto re room to furnish forth. Each and 
several, these can be baked in paper 
bag s to th eir g reat im provem ent. The 
im provem ent is particularly m arked 
in the case of ta rtle ts and turnover, 
of w hich th e paste is so essential a 
p a r t 
Doubt it wrho will, the fact re­ 
m ains th a t pie crust is better, flakier, 
of rich er flavor and m ore dig estible 
w hen cooked in a bag 
th an w hen 
cooked naked. 
A long w ith the pies do not forg et 
dum pling s 
The open-faced sort—my 
special delig ht—for a while seem ed to 
m e taboo paper bag cooked. 
But love 
finds a way 
in 
cookery as in o th er 
thing s. 
I have found th a t by cutting 
rounds of paper out of a paper bag , 
six inches 
across, 
folding them V- 
fashion around the edg es, and clip­ 
ping the folds, I have cup-shaped pap­ 
e r m o lls to line w ith my paste, fill 
w ith fruit, sug ar and seasoning , and 
cook inside another bag . 
Both th e 
m olds and the containing bag m ust be 
wrpll g reased. 
M. Soy er’s paste, which I have de­ 
scribed several tim es in th i^ series of 
articles, is very fine, but here is one 
th a t will answ er as well for m any 
thing s, and it is less trouble to m ake 
and also less ex pensive. 
Sift a q uart 
of flour, add a pinch of salt, then cut 
into the flour w ith a very sharp knife 
a lump of very cold lard as big as 
th e fist. 
W et w ith ice w ater—barely 
enoug h to m ake it stick 
tog ether. 
Roll out, spread over the top half a 
cup m ore of lard sliced very thin, fold 
over a sq uare and roll out ag ain. 
Spread "with half as m uch lard as was 
used the first time, fold, roll out and 
dredg e lig htly over the top w ith flour. 
Beg in at one edg e and roll up the 
paste, lay it in a clean pan and set on 
ice an hour at least—m uch 
long er 
will not hurt. 
In pie m aking , cut off 
across the rolled 
doug h an inch or 
half-inch section, according to the size 
of crust req uired. 
Use tin or ag ate pie pans fo r paper 
bag baking . 
To m ake pie dum pling s cut rounds 
of crust about five inches across, lay 
an apple or any other fruit upon one 
w ith sug ar, butter, spices, etc.. then 
cover w ith another, and 
pinch the 
w etted 
edg es 
very tig ht tog ether. 
M ake m ince and pum pkin pies afte r 
th e directions g iven for an anniver­ 
sary dinner. 
In addition, try sw eet 
potato custards. 
If they are new to 
y ou, y ou are on 
the threshold of 
an ex perience. ,T o m ake them , take 
half a pound of butter, cream it well, 
add five cups of sug ar, and 
as th e 
m ix ture g rows too stiff, break into it 
w hole eg g s, one at a tim e. 
Use six 
eg g s in all, then add a scant q uart 
of sw eet potato pulp, boiled, m ashed 
fine, and free of lumps and string s. 
B eat hard for five m inutes, then add 
the w arm ed juice of 
two larg e or 
th ree sm all lem ons, beat ag ain, and 
add half a cup of barely w arm cream . 
If the batter is too th ick to run free­ 
ly , add m ilk until it is thin enoug h. 
F lavor w ith lem on ex tract—two table­ 
spoonfuls for this q uantity .

Commerce Court Hands Down 


I mportant Opinion. 


W ashing ton, Feb. 29.—The strong 
est check on the interstate com m erce 
com m ission th at has been applied to 
it by any court in recent y ears is 
found in an opinion handed down b,v 
the U nited S tates com m erce court. The 
opinion involves the contention ad 
vanced by the interstate com m erce 
com m ission and the g overnm ent law­ 
y ers that the finding s of the com m is­ 
sion on q uestions of fact are final. The 
com m ission has contended that the 
pow er of nam ing a reasonable rate is 
purely leg islative; th at this function 
has been deleg ated to th e com m ission 
by cong ress and that the com m erce 
court cannot pass on finding s of fact 
ex cept in cases w here the rates are 
shown to be confiscatory . 
In the case just decided, which is 
known as the Louisville & N ashville 
railroad ag ainst the interstate com­ 
m erce commission, the court criticises 
the nature of the opportunity g iven 
the railroad to present its case, and 
sa y s; 
“T here was no attem pt to m eet the 
case m ade out for the com pany either 
by way of 
arg um ent or otherw ise. 
Counsel for the com m ission and for 
the g overnm ent simply relied on the 
authority of the commission to deter­ 
m ine what is a reasonable rate. 
The 
law provides for a hearing , and it must 
be m ore than a shadow. 
Both parties 
are entitled to be confronted with the 
evidence on which the case is to be 
determ ined, and the conclusion reach­ 
ed m ust be a reasonable inference 
from the facts disclosed by the inves­ 
tig ation.” 
The court adds th at “the order here 
draw n in q uestion m ust be held invalid 
as ex ceeding the deleg ated powers of 
the com m ission because th ere was no 
substantial evidence to sustain it. 
The court holds th ere was no valid 
basis for the com m ission’s conclusion 
and annuls its order reducing the 
Louisville & N ashville rates. 
The decision is looked upon as a de­ 
cidedly im portant victory for railroads 
g enerally and w ill be appealed by the 
g overnm ent to the suprem e court of 
the U nited States.

Through For the Mex ican Port of 
Entry Which Ha s J ust Been Ta ken 


Over by the Opponents of Madero. 


A HEALTHY, 
HAPPY OLD AGE 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 29 —Tomorrow 
the Vasquista movement upon Chihua­ 
hua will begin, when 2,500 Vasquistas 
will leave Juarez by train for Sauz, at 
which point they will detrain and 
march to Chihuahua. They will carry 
two heavy field pieces, two machine 
guns and 200,000 rounds of ammuni­ 
tion, in charge of two Americans, S. 
Drehen of Philadelphia and F. C. Rich­ 
ardson of Oklahoma City. 
The rebels will go on trains if they 
can get them. All railroad equipment 
In Juarez was slipped over to El Paso, 
and unless they can get some from 
south of Juarez, the Vasquistas may 
be delayed in their departure. 
Ail gambling has been suppressed 
in Juarez. 
This includes the keno 
houses. All saloons have been closed 
temporarily and all dance halls put 
out of business. 
This drastic action 
was taken by General Salazar to in­ 
sure good order during the presence 
of the Vasquista troops in Juarez. 


Order Has Been Restored. 
The postal service has been resumed 
wTith the old postoffice force. 
Perfect 
order is being maintained and the 
Mexico Northwestern has been per­ 
mitted to resume operation of trains. 
The races have resumed and the cap­ 
tured city is as orderly and quiet as it 
has ever been in its history. 
There is a difference of opinion re­ 
garding the status of the El Paso- 
Juarez port. The Mexican authorities 
say that as far as the federal govern­ 
ment is concerned the Juarez custom 
house and port is closed, as all of the 
federal officials, are now in El PasG 
and there is no one there in authority 
to receive goods. 
The American cus­ 
toms officials say they have nothing to 
do with the Mexican situation, and as 
far as they are concerned and until 
the treasury department advises them 
to the contrary, they will continue to 
export anything which is properly 
manifested. The rebels have appoint­ 
ed their own customs officers. Mexico 
hopes to close the port and starve out 
the rebels and expects 
the United 
States to help them. 


AS LAST RESORT 


The 
British Government 
May Take 
Over the Coal Mines. 
London, Feb. 29 .—There is nothing 
at the present writing to indicate that 
the further conferences being held to­ 
day by the miners and owners with the 
representatives of the government will 
have the effect of averting a total 
strike of all miners at midnight tonight. 
The mine owners are immovable and 
the miner« are equally firm, notwith­ 
standing the moral victory they have 
gained in obtaining recognition of the 
minimum wage principle by the gov­ 
ernment and a majority of the mine 
owners.

Washington, Feb. 29 .—The expert 
accountant employed by the Stanley 
steel investigating committee. Farqu- 
har J, MacRae, has made his report to 
the committee. 
He says that the 
United States Steel corporation oper­ 
ates in restraint of trade through its 
price control and its domination of 
raw material and that the price con­ 
trol was maintained through the din­ 
ners given by Judge E. H. Gary, chair­ 
man of the executive committee of the 
corporation. MacRae’s report was the 
result of a detailed examination of the 
books of the corporation while the rec- 
cords were under subpena by the com­ 
mittee. 
In several particulars the re­ 
port contradicts testimony given to the 
committee. 
A total of $69 ,300,000 was paid to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. for financing the syn­ 
dicate thtat organized the trust, ac­ 
cording to the report. In the first nine 
years of its existence the corporation 
earned net, the report said, $1,029 ,69 5,- 
38 9 , instead of $9 8 0,000,311, as is set 
forth in the reports of the corporation 
officials. This amounts to a net profit 
pf $13 a ton on finished steel products.
